expected  to  be  the  most 
controversial  issues  of  the 
meeting. 

Article  71  would  require 
future  business  lots  to  be  a 
minimum  of  40.000  square 
feet  in  area,  an  increase  from 
the  current  requirement  of 
10,000  square  feet,  and  in 
addition  increase  frontage  to 
200  feet,  also  an  increase  of 
four  times  the  present  regula- 
tion. 

Facey  said  that  the  pro- 
posed change  of  front  setback 
to  100  feet  from  50  feet  will 
remain  at  the  present  50  feet 
requirement.  Width  will  in- 
crease from  100  to  200  feet, 
sideyard  from  20  to  30  feet, 
rear  depth  from  20  to  50  feet 
and  coverage  from  50  to  30  per 
cent. 

Facey  noted  that  two 
amendments  will  be  made  to 
the  article  on  the  floor,  allow- 
ing for  the  front  setback  to 
remain  at  50  feet  and  for  a 
grandfather  provision  which 
will  protect  all  existing  lots  as 
laid  out  on  a plan. 

The  Downtown  Business 
proposed  changes  in  Article  65 
will  remain  as  they  are  except 
for  a similar  grandfather  pro- 
vision protecting  existing  lots 
as  planned  and  filed  at  Town 
Hall.  Proposed  changes  in 
area  regulations  would  in- 
crease area  from  0 to  5000 
square  feet,  frontage  from  20 
to  50  feet,  width  from  20  to  50 
feet  with  the  rest  of  the 
requirements  remaining  the 
same. 

"We  aren't  changing  use."

Facey  said  and  pointed  out 
that  people  will  still  find  a 
market  for  selling  their  lots. 
She  did  acknowledge  that 
should  the  proposed  changes 
be  voted  that  non-conforming 
lots  may  be  less  desirable 
because  any  additional  build- 
ing on  them  would  require  a 
Special  Permit  from  the  Zon- 
ing Board  of  Appeals. 

Facey  said  that  the  Planning 
Board  decided  on  their  propo- 
sals because  of  concerned 
traffic  flow,  congestion  and 
drainage  on  Route  3A.  "The 
zoning  map  will  not  change, 
within  those  zones  the  stan- 
dards will  change,"  she  said  if 
the  articles  are  voted  on 
favorably. 

Selectman  Clark  said  that 
he  expects  to  speak  against 
these  zoning  changes  at  the 
meeting.  The  zoning  bylaws 
are  altogether  too  restrictive. 
Our  forefathers  lived  and  died 
for  certain  liberties.  Now  here 
they  (the  Planning  Board)  are 
taking  them  away  from  us.” 
he  said. 

An  amendment  on  Article 
74  which  asks  the  townspeople 
to  raise  $1 03. 200  for  aerial 
mapping  of  the  town,  will 
lower  than  cost  to  S56.I00  if 
voted  and  will  provide  a base 
map  showing  contours,  street, 
property  lines,  drainage  pat- 
terns. flood  plain  and  water- 
shed protection  areas  and 
physical  structures.  Serious 
consideration  of  this  article 
was  also  urged  by  Facey. 

The  Fire  and  Police  collec- 
tive bargaining  agreements. 
Articles  42  and  43.  which  were 


deferred  during  the  April 
meeting  until  all  other  articles 
were  acted  upon,  will  also  be 
open  to  scrutiny  Tuesday 
night. 

According  to  Attorney 
Charles  Humphreys,  negoti- 
ator for  the  town,  both  con- 
tracts have  been  settled  and 
approved  by  the  Personnel 
Committee  but  not  signed. 
Police  Association  President 
Brian  Noonan  outlined  the  one 
year  police  contract  stipula- 
tions including  a five  per  cent 
increase  across  the  board  with 
a slight  increment  to  maxi- 
mum pay  step  police  officers, 
a $500  stipend  for  the  prosecu- 
tor and  an  extra  three  dollars 
per  shift  for  the  senior  patrol- 
man on  duty  when  no  sergeant 
is  in  charge  of  the  department. 

The  Permanent  Fire  Fight- 
ers Association's  President 
James  Sheerin  agreed  that  the 
contract  had  been  settled  but 
declined  to  release  any  in- 
formation about  the  agree- 
ment. Humphreys  said  that 
the  contract  was  shy  one 
firefighter’s  signature  and 
therefore  was  unable  to  re- 
lease figures  as  yet.  The 
firefighters  contract  is  for  one 
year. 
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Finishing  up  lown  Meeting 
would  be  a nice  wav  to  start 
the  summer.  Though  there 
are  only  a few  weighty  arti- 
cles. they  are  important  ones 
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and  should  "be  dispatched  with 
expediency.  A quorum  of  200 
voters  is  urged.  Please  show 
up.
